"Copt.  Dahlgren  may  let  'Tad' 
have  a  tittle  gun  that  he  cannot  hurt 
himself  with."

The  model  Dahlgren  Boat  Howitzer 
given  to  Tad  Lincoln.  Dahlgren  dis- 
abled the  working  model  cannon  by 
bending  the  firing  pin  before  sending 
it  to  Tad. 
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
